Sir, Dublin Castle, i8 February 1842. 

T am directed by the Lord Lieutenant to acquaint you, that orders have been 
issued to the Paymaster of Civil Services to lodge in the Bank of Ireland 
from Civil Contingencies, to the credit of the Royal Dublin Society, 2,000^. such 
payment to be made as an advance, and to be repaid when the Estimate for this 
service shall have been voted by Parliament.
